stopped the wagon and took the tuba 
horn from Wilbur 
MoManis, 
who 


furnishes the wind for that instru- 
ment, upon a writ of replevin, issued 
at the instance of William Wells as a 
representative of the West Union band. 
Marshal Oopas put the horn in the rear 
room of the mayor's office, and while 
a squabble was taking place in the 
front part of the office somebody stole 
it. 
The marshal began a search for 


the horn and found it in^the hay loft 
of a stable near by where it had been 
hid by the "swiper." 


The cause of the 
replevin being 


issued was that the horn is rightfully 
the property of the West Union band. 
The tuba with other instruments was 
purchased several years ago when the 
old silver band was organized, and the 
by-laws of the organization provided 
that when the band ceased to be an 
organization the instruments were to 
be handed over to three trustees to be 
kept until another band was organized. 
The silver band went to pieces about 
three years ago ancl each member took 
his instrument and refused to turn it 
over to the trustees. 


When the present band was organ- 


ized the members of it wrote to Bert 
McManis, who was a membar of the 
silver band, and asked him for tho 
hern, but hs refused to turn it over to 
the rightful owners. McManis claimed 
that the silver band owed him some 
money and he took the horn in pay- 
ment.

the plaintiff winsjthe case an effort 
will be made to recover the remainder 
of the instruments, which are scattered 
over the country.

If anybody wns negligent or 


careless, was it not John Ingles? The 
same can bo said of tho robberies in the 
other parts of the oity and tho various 
policemen. 


It is a notorious fact that the mayor 


and the marshal have only tho half- 
hearted, halting 
support 
of 
their 


subordinates. There are too many men 
on tho foore who would rather lot a 
possible clue go by unheeded than have 
a Democratic administration have any 
credit of keeping the town clear of 
thieves. This is not as it should bo. 
The policemen should bo of the same 
political complexion as tho head of the 
government, and then that govern- 
ment could be held responsible.
